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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character "16" has been used to designate both the rib and the 
plunger body (Figure 1). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the reference numerals 
used to label the gasket (7), the liquid (3), the constriction (8), and a bottom face (7c) 
are incorrect and do not coincide with the specification. Also, there is lack of 
antecedent basis in the specification of a constriction and a tapered shape. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

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Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kimber 
et al (WO 96/14100). Kimber et al discloses a plunger for a syringe comprising a screw 
portion, a pair of ring members, a plurality of vane members, a flange portion, one or 
two or more gripping ring members, wherein outer diameters of said ring members and 
said vane members are equal to an inner diameter of the syringe barrel or slightly 
smaller than the inner diameter (Figures 6 and 7). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kimber et 

al. Kimber et al discloses all of the claimed limitations except wherein eight pieces of 

said vane members are arranged at regular intervals and at central angles of 45°. At 

the time the invention was made, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice 

to a person of ordinary skill in the art to have a plunger wherein eight pieces of said 

vane members are arranged at regular intervals and at central angles of 45° because 

Applicant has not disclosed that having a plunger wherein eight pieces of said vane 

members are arranged at regular intervals and at central angles of 45° provides an 

advantage, is used for a particular purpose, or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary 

skill in the art, furthermore, would have expected Applicant's invention to perform 
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equally well with either the construction taught by Kimber et al or the claimed 
construction because both constructions perform the same function equally well. 
Therefore, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify Kimber et al 
to obtain the invention as specified in Claim 3.
